NAJAF, IRAQ I A2, 500-strong U.S. force, backed 
by tanks and artillery, massed Tuesday on the 
outskirts of Najaf for a showdown with a radi- 
cal cleric whose militia led a bloody uprising 
across the south, raising fears of an American 
assault on the holiest Shiite city. 

Meanwhile, U.S. officials uncovered four 
bodies, possibly those of private contractors 
missing since an attack on their convoy out- 
side Baghdad amid a worsening string of kid- 
nappings of at least 22 foreigners in Iraq. 

Iraqi politicians and ayatollahs tried to 
negotiate a solution to avert a U.S. attack 
on Najaf, which would outrage the nation’s 


relatively pro -U.S. Shiite majority and could 
turn what has been a limited revolt by a single 
militia into an outright Shiite rebellion. A 
military advance could also inflame Shiites 
in neighboring Iran. 

The anti-US. cleric, Muqtada al-Sadr, was 
holed up in his office in Najaf, shielded not 
only by gunmen but by the presence of the 
city’s main shrine only yards away. He vowed 
to continue what he called “a popular revolu- 
tion” to end the U.S. occupation of Iraq. 

U.S. commanders vowed to kill or cap- 


ture al-Sadr, though officials suggested they 
would give negotiations a chance. 

“The target is not Najaf. The target is 
Muqtada al-Sadr and his militia,” said 
Brig. Mark Kimmitt, deputy head of U.S. 
military operations in Iraq. “We will hunt 
him down and destroy him.” 

A State Department official confirmed the 
discovery of the four bodies. Initial reports 
said the four bodies were mutilated, but those 
reports were not confirmed, the official said. 
The identities of the victims were unknown, 
said the official, speaking only on condition 
of anonymity, denis d. gray (a p)

ATLANTA I For the first time, the 
government will stockpile flu shots 
and will target them toward chil- 
dren to avoid the vaccine shortag- 
es that caught health officials off- 
guard this past winter. 

“We really failed to foresee the 
influenza vaccine shortage this 
year,” said Dr. Lance Rodewald, 
director of the immunization ser- 


vices division for the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. 

About 4 million doses will be 
set aside for children up to 18 years 
old. The government plans to spend 
$ 80 million over the next two years 
to pay for the stockpile, said Dr. 
Stephen Cochi, the CDC’s acting 
director of the national immuni- 
zation program. 


Adults may be allowed to tap 
into the children- only supply dur- 
ing a crisis, if approved by Congress, 
Rodewald said. 

CDC officials hope the 
announcement of its planned 
stockpile will be an incentive to man- 
ufacturers to make more flu shots. 

Last year, the CDC revised its 
flu death estimates — about 36,000 
people die from the flu each year, up 
from about 10,000. daniel yee (ap)

U.S. Deficit Nears $300B 


Officials expect budget 
shortfall to set a record, 
reaching at least $477B 

WAS H I N G TO N I The government pro- 
duced a deficit of $299.5 billion in 
the first half of the 2004 budget 
year, the Treasury Department 
reported Tuesday. 

For the budget year that began 
Oct. 1, spending came to $1.1 trillion, 
while revenues totaled $ 850.4 billion. 

The year-to-date deficit showed 
the government bleeding more red 
ink than the $253.1 billion short- 


fall recorded for the corresponding 
period last year. The latest figures 
underscore the worsening state of 
the government’s balance sheets. 

Compared to the period last year, 
spending was up 6.6 percent in the 
first six months of the 2004 budget 
year. Revenues, meanwhile, were up 
3.1 percent from a year ago. 

The White House expects the 
deficit for the entire budget year 
to balloon to $521 billion, while 
the Congressional Budget Office 
is forecasting $477 billion in red 
ink. Either projection would mark 
a record in dollar terms. 


Democrats point to the grow- 
ing deficits as evidence of what 
they believe is President Bush’s 
poor handling of the economy. The 
Bush administration has blamed the 
deficits in part on fighting terror- 
ism abroad and in the United States 
and says it wants to cut the deficit in 
half over the next five years. 

In March, the government 
recorded a deficit of $72.7 bil- 
lion, compared with the $58.9 bil- 
lion shortfall for March last year. 
March’s deficit was based on reve- 
nues of $140 billion and spending of

In addition, the campus chapter 
of Gamma Phi Beta must forfeit any 
points it would have earned in the 
“Greek Week” competition for last 


week’s blood drive, campus frater- 
nity and sorority leaders said. 

The sorority’s national office 
issued a statement Tuesday say- 
ing it regretted the incident “and 
apologizes to the community, the 
Red Cross and campus.” 

In an April 6 e-mail sent to 
about 170 members of Gamma Phi 
Beta, sophomore Christie Key, the 
Missouri- Columbia chapter’s blood 
donation coordinator, wrote: “I dont 
care if you got a tattoo last week 
LIE. I dont care if you have a cold. 
Suck it up. We all do. LIE. Recent 
peircings? LIE.” 


The American Red Cross tells 
people who are sick or have recently 
received tattoos or piercings not to 
donate blood, to protect their and 
the blood recipients’ health. 

Sorority and fraternity members 
at the school will be educated about 
blood donation safety, said Cathy 
Scroggs, the university vice chan- 
cellor for student affairs. She said 
the university strongly discourages 
making students give blood. 

Scroggs said the university was 
investigating and would decide soon 
whether Key will be disciplined.

Team sent in to rescue 
wounded crew is 
ambushed by rebels 

FALLUJAH, IRAQ I A U.S. military 
helicopter was hit by ground fire 
Tuesday and forced to land, and 
three crew members were wound- 
ed. The military said rebels attacked 
a rescue team with mortars, 
small arms and rocket-propelled 
grenades. 

Lt. Col. Brennan Byrne, the 
Marine commander in the area, 
said the H-53 Sikorsky helicopter 
went down before dawn. 

An Associated Press report- 
er later saw the craft burning in 
a field 12 miles east of Fallujah. 
Photos of the wreckage showed 
no sign of bodies. About a dozen 
masked gunmen were near the 
wreckage, with at least one carry- 
ing an RPG launcher. 

“The helicopter was passing over- 
head, and we happened to be hiding 
here. We fired an RPG at it and it 
fell,” one of the gunmen said. 

The team that extracted the 
Marine crew came under mortar 
fire and was ambushed as it pulled 
back by gunmen using small weap- 
ons and rocket-propelled grenades. 
A Marine was killed by mortar Rre, 
said Brig. Gen. Mark Kimmitt. 

Marine spokesman 1st. Lt. Eric 


Knapp said seven Marines were 
wounded in Fallujah during the 
day. It was not clear if those casu- 
alties came from the battle around 
the helicopter. 

Before Tuesday’s helicopter crash, 
a U.S. convoy was attacked near the 
same site, and two Humvees and a 
truck were burning, said witnesses, 
who also reported U.S. casualties.

FBI Joins Kidnappings Investigation 


Dozens held hostage in rash of attaeks in Iraq 


BAGHDAD I The FBI has joined the 
investigation of a series of kidnap- 
pings that have targeted dozens of 
foreigners in Iraq in the past 10 
days, coalition spokesman Dan 
Senor said Tuesday. 

The most recent reported abduc- 
tions were of four Italian secu- 
rity guards working for a U.S.- 
based company and a French TV 
journalist. 

The Italian Foreign Ministry 
said its civilians worked for the 
U.S.-based security company and 
were first reported missing Monday. 
Al-Jazeera broadcast a video show- 
ing four Italians sitting on the floor 
holding passports. Behind them 
were men with machine guns. 


The French government 
demanded the immediate release 
of Alexandre Jordanov, a journal- 
ist for Capa Television in Paris, who 
was seized Sunday as he was video- 
taping an attack on an American 
military convoy. 

And the U.S. military said seven 
civilian employees of a subsidiary 
of Halliburton Co., a U.S. firm, and 
two American soldiers were missing 
after their convoy was ambushed 
Friday near Abu Ghraib, west of 
Baghdad. 

Only one, Thomas Hamill, a 43- 
year-old truck driver from Macon, 
Miss., is known to have been abduct- 
ed. His captors have threatened to 
kill and mutilate him unless U.S.

B E I J I N G I Vice President Dick Cheney 
praised China for its efforts to prod 
North Korea to give up its nuclear 
ambitions and promised Tuesday 
to “do good work together” on a 
range of issues. 

But U.S. officials cautioned 
against expecting breakthroughs 
on the stalled North Korea nucle- 
ar talks, and tensions also remained 
over Taiwan and Hong Kong. 

In an unusually blunt appeal, 
China’s vice president asked Cheney 
during a one-on-one meeting for 
Washington to stop selling defensive 
weapons to Taiwan, Chinese state 
media reported. Zeng Qinghong’s 


appeal to Cheney shortly after his 
arrival in Beijing reflected the inten- 
sity of China’s frustration with U.S. 
support for self-ruled Taiwan, which 
the communist mainland claims as 
part of its territory.

Shanghai Eases 
One-Child Policy 

S H A N G H A 1 1 Authorities in Shanghai 
announced Tuesday that divorced 
couples who remarry will be 
allowed to have a second child, 
easing China’s controversial one- 
child per couple rule. 

Since the 1970s, the government 
has enforced the one- child policy to 
slow the growth of China’s popula- 
tion of 1.3 billion people. Couples 
who violate the rule can be fined, 
and activists allege some officials 
force women to have abortions or to 
undergo surgery to be sterilized. 

The city is acting under a policy 
that lets local governments decide 
how to apply the one -child rule. 

Under the new rules, divorced 
Shanghai residents will be allowed 
a child with a new spouse even if 
they already have one from a previ- 
ous marriage. Until now, divorced 
Chinese were only allowed to have 
a second child if their new spouse

Compromise tax plan 
passes 52-46, but may 
faee defeat in Senate 

RICHMOND, VA. I The House of 
Delegates voted 52-46 on Tuesday 
to pass a compromise tax increase 
package, breaking with its long- 
held opposition to tax increases in 
an effort to advance a budget com- 
promise with the Senate. 

The bill would boost the state 
sales tax by one -half cent and raise 
cigarette taxes, but a key provision 
that would have increased the tax 
on recording real estate transac- 
tions was stripped from the measure 
moments before it passed.

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Balancing Budget 
Trumps Tax Cuts 


Poll: Most Americans 
would rather see the 
U.S. back in black 

WASHINGTON I By almost a 2-1 mar- 
gin, Americans prefer balancing the 
nation’s budget to cutting taxes, 
according to an Associated Press 
poll, even though many believe their 
overall tax burden has risen despite 
tax cuts over the past three years. 

About six in 10, 6l percent, chose 
balancing the budget while 36 per- 
cent chose tax cuts when they were 
asked which was more important, 
according to a poll conducted for the 
AP by Ipsos Public Affairs. 

Half in the poll, 49 percent, said 
their overall tax burden — includ- 
ing federal, state and local taxes 
— had gone up over the past three 


years. That’s almost four times the 
13 percent in the poll who said their 
overall taxes had gone down. 

Even when it comes to federal 
taxes, twenty-five percent in the poll 
don’t feel their taxes have gone down 
over the past three years. 

However, both the conserva- 
tive-leaning Tax Foundation and 
the liberal-leaning Center on Budget 
and Policy Priorities have concluded 
that the federal tax burden is easing 
for the average American family. 
The Tax Foundation suggests that 
federal income taxes are lower for 
Americans than they have been for 
almost four decades. 

The AP-Ipsos poll of 1,001 adults 
was taken March 19-21 and has a 
margin of sampling error of plus 
or minus 3 percentage points.

Dow Drops 134 as 
Upbeat Retail News 
Fuels Inflation Fears 

N E w YO R K I Wall Street took a sharp 
downward turn Tuesday as inves- 
tors interpreted a big jump in retail 
sales as a harbinger of an earlier- 
than-expected rise in interest rates. 
The Dow Jones industrial average 


gave up early gains, falling more 
than 130 points by the close. 

The selloff was spurred by the 
Commerce Department’s report of 
a 1.8 percent increase in retail sales 
for March, the biggest jump in a 
year and three times greater than 
the 0.6 percent hike expected. 

That raised the specter of infla- 
tion, and investors worried that the 
Federal Reserve would raise inter- 
est rates soon to keep the economy 


from growing too fast. 

While the retail data helped the 
markets open higher, the major 
indexes quickly slipped into neg- 
ative territory and fell sharply in 
afternoon trading. The Dow was off 
134.28, or 1.3 percent, at 10,381.28. 
The selling was broad, with every 
major sector losing ground, since 
rising interest rates could make 
borrowing difficult for most com- 
panies.

Barnett: Party-Goers Share Blame 


Suspended Colo, coach discusses rape allegations 


COLLEGE FOOTBALL I Suspended 
Colorado football coach Gary 
Barnett told investigators Tuesday 
there is “no question” there was mis- 
behavior at a 2001 party at the cen- 
ter of a rape scandal but suggest- 
ed everybody who attended shared 
the blame. 

Barnett, appearing for the first 
time before a panel looking into 
recruiting practices at the school, 
said there were 10 people at the off- 
campus party, including four foot- 
ball players. 

“There is no question in my 
mind that inappropriate behavior 
occurred,” Barnett said. 

Three women have said they 
were raped by players or recruits 


at the party or just afterward. 
They have sued the school in fed- 
eral court, seeking unspecified 
damages for what they say was 
the school’s failure to rein in ath- 
letes and provide equal protection 
to women. 

At least eight women since 1997 
have accused Colorado football ath- 
letes of rape, though no charges have 
been filed. 

The Board of Regents’ panel is 
to issue a report at the end of the 
month on whether Colorado uses 
sex and alcohol to entice recruits 
to the Boulder campus. A separate 
investigation headed by the state 
attorney general is under way.

MEN’S COLLEGE BASKETBALL I Norm 
Roberts was hired Tuesday as the 
coach of a St. John’s basketball pro- 
gram trying to recover from scan- 
dal, suspensions and a last-place 
finish in the Big East. 

Roberts’s hiring comes after one 
of the worst seasons 
in school history.

A new technology could 

BRAIN SURGERY I For years, sci- 
ence visionaries have dreamed of 
machines that can read minds, 
then act on instructions as they 
are thought. Now, the first human 
trials of one such technology are 
set to begin. 

Cyberkinetics of Foxboro 
has received Food and Drug 
Administration approval to begin 
a clinical trial in which four-square- 
millimeter chips will be implant- 
ed beneath the skulls of paralyzed 
patients. If successful, the chips 
could allow patients to send com- 
puter commands, essentially by 
thinking about them. 

It’s a small, early step in a mis- 
sion to improve the quality of life 
for victims of strokes and debilitat- 
ing diseases like cerebral palsy or 
Lou Gehrig’s. Many victims of such 
ailments can now survive for long 
periods thanks to life support, but 
their quality of life is poor. 

“A computer is a gateway to 


everything else these patients would 
like to do, including motivating your 
own muscles through electrical 
stimulation,” said Cyberkinetics 
Chief Executive Tim Surgenor. 
“This is a step in the process.” 

The company isn’t the only group 


of researchers active in the field. But 
it appears the company will be the 
first to begin a long-term, human 
trial with a sophisticated device 
placed inside a patient’s brain. It 
hopes to bring a product to market 
in three to five years. 


Cyberkinetics founder Dr. John 
Donoghue, a Brown University 
neuroscientist, attracted atten- 
tion with research on monkeys 
that was published in 2002 in the 
journal Nature. 

The idea is not to stimulate the 
brain, but rather to monitor activity 
from the brain’s neurons and syn- 
apses, trying to discern when the 
brain is signaling a desire to make a 
particular physical movement. 

“We’re going to say to a paralyzed 
patient. Imagine moving your hand 
six inches to the right,”’ Surgenor 
said. Then, he said, researchers 
will try to identify the brain activity 
associated with that desire. Someday, 
that capacity could feed into related 
devices that help patients act on that 
desire, like a robotic arm. 

It’s misleading to say such 
technologies “read minds,” said 
Dr. Jonathan Wolpaw, of the New 
York State Department of Health, 
who is conducting similar research. 
Instead, they train minds to rec- 
ognize a new pattern of cause and 


effect, and adapt. 

Moving the experiment from 
monkeys to humans is a challenge. 
Cyberkinetics’ “Brain Gate” contains 
tiny spikes that will extend down 
about one millimeter into the brain 
after being implanted beneath the 
skull, monitoring the activity from 
a small group of neurons. 

The signals will be monitored 
through wires emerging from the 
skull, which presents some danger 
of infection. The company is work- 
ing on a wireless version. 

Wolpaw said it isn’t clear that it’s

necessary to implant such devices 
inside the brain; other technologies 
that monitor activity from outside 
the skull may prove as effective. But, 
he said, the idea of brain implants 
seems to attract more attention. 

“The idea that you can get con- 
trol by putting things into the brain

Timeless Class 


Peter Cincotti wants 
young people to tune 
in to his retro channel 

PERSONALITY I One year ago, Peter 
Cincotti was shuttling between 
his Columbia University dormi- 
tory and his mother’s Park Avenue 
apartment, juggling college class- 
es with gigs at local jazz clubs. His 
major worries were studying for 
finals while finishing up his debut 
album. 

This winter found Cincotti 
shuttling between the United 
States, where his busy schedule 
included performing in Macy’s 
Thanksgiving Day Parade, and 
Germany, where he recently fin- 
ished filming Kevin Spacey’s Bobby 
Darin biopic “Beyond the Sea.” His 
major worries were studying his film 
lines and writing songs for his sec- 
ond album. 

“It’s been amazing,” said the 20- 
year-old pianist and singer, refer- 
ring to his roller-coaster of a year. 
“It’s one of those things where you 
don’t realize you’re on a ride until 
it hits you.” 

Cincotti’s most memorable road 
experiences included opening for 
some of the singer-pianists who

have most influenced him — Ray 
Charles at the Montreal jazz festi- 
val and Shirley Horn at a Roman 
amphitheater in Vienne, France. 
He also got the equivalent of a 
master’s class in acting by work- 
ing with Spacey, who is directing 
and starring in the Darin biopic. 
Cincotti plays Darin’s longtime 
arranger Dick Behrke. 

With his bedroom eyes and silky 
hair flopping over his eyebrow, 
Cincotti certainly has movie -star 
looks. People magazine ranked him 
among its “sexy singers” of 2003. 
But Cincotti is more concerned 
with substance than style. 

“My problem with today’s music 
is that so much of it is dependent 
upon external things other than

the music ... how somebody looks, if 
they are marketable,” said Cincotti. 
“The music should stand alone. “ 

Although his contemporaries 
might be into OutKast, Cincotti 
was exposed from an early age to 
the music of the Gershwins and 
Irving Berlin. 

“I think the younger generation 
can learn to love this kind of music,” 
said Cincotti. “It’s not that they don’t 
like it, it’s just that they don’t know

Too Many Stations 


TV on the Radio’s mix 
of musical genres is 
daring but unfocused 

M U S I C I Like the name of the band 
itself, TV on the Radio’s first full- 
length album is a mysterious mix 
of media. 

Guitars sprint mechanically over 
layered loops of beats and noise. A 
skronking saxophone plunges into 
the wash of a synthesizer. And soar- 
ing voices unite in a cappella har- 
mony, of all things. 

But like all daring experiments, 
the chemistry of “Desperate Youth, 
Blood Thirsty Babes” (Touch and 
Go Records) courts an unpredict- 
able reaction. 


A core trio that regularly pulls in 
other musicians, TV on the Radio 
runs with vanguard Brooklyn bands 
like Liars and the Yeah Yeah Yeahs 
(singer Karen O supplied basement 
recording space in her New Jersey 
home for much of “Desperate 
Youth”). 

And like the best of its peers, TV 
on the Radio offers rock-fatigued 
listeners the promise of something 
new. That hope pivots on the skit- 
tering, pastiche musicianship of 
David Sitek and the vocals of Tunde 
Adebimpe, soulful cries edged with 
static that evoke Peter Gabriel. 

On one of the strongest of 
the album’s 10 tracks, the eerie 
“Dreams,” Adebimpe barks, “I 
know your heart can’t breathe/ 


what your eyes won’t see/but you 
were my favorite moment/of our 
dead century.” 

From low frequency hymn to 
doo-wop dirge, each song express- 
es its own shade — most of them 
dark. However, the album is con- 
sistent in its frustrating absence of 


climax. Songs build with hypnotic 
repetition but don’t crash over the 
crest of tension they’ve built. Taken 
as a whole, the songs sound like a 
collection of sonic studies: moody, 
riveting but achingly incomplete.

Hush Your Mouth 


Muzzle Awards mock 
censors and other 
free-speech foes 

AWARDS I CBS Television, which 
passed on the miniseries “The 
Reagans” amid conservative pres- 
sure, and the Martha Stewart 
trial judge are among this year’s 
winners of the dubious Jefferson 
Muzzle awards for suppression of 
free speech. 

CBS, whose chairman and CEO 
is Les Moonves, was cited “for acts 
of self- censorship demonstrating 
both hypocrisy and an unwilling- 



ness to stand up to public and politi- 
cal pressure,” the Thomas Jefferson 
Center for the Protection of Free 
Expression said in a statement. 

CBS also refused to air a 30 -sec- 
ond commercial from Moveon.org, a 
group critical of the Bush adminis- 
tration, during a Super Bowl broad- 
cast now notorious for its raunch. 

Other muzzle recipients 
announced in the 13th annual 
edition of the awards on Tuesday 
include Baseball Hall of Fame presi- 
dent Dale Petrosky, who canceled 
a 15th-anniversary showing of the 
movie “Bull Durham” because of 
opposition to the Iraq war by two 
of the film’s stars, Susan Sarandon 
and Tim Robbins. 

The autonomous, not-for- 
profit center is associated with 
the University of Virginia in 
Charlottesville. 


Each year, the muzzle awards 
are handed out on the birthday 
of Thomas Jefferson. Recipients 
receive a T-shirt that depicts the 
nation’s third president and First 
Amendment advocate with a 
muzzle. 

U.S. District Judge Miriam G. 
Cedarbaum received a muzzle for 
barring reporters from jury selec- 
tion in the Martha Stewart trial. An 
appeals court later said she erred, 
but by that time jury selection had 
been completed. 

The Secret Service was cited 
for investigating whether Pulitzer 
Prize-winning editorial cartoon- 
ist Michael Ramirez of the Los 
Angeles Times could be charged 
with “threatening the life” of 
President Bush for a cartoon depict- 
ing a man pointing a gun at Bush.

What Would Jesus Play? 



The message of 
‘Passion’ stokes 
rock’s spiritual fires 

SYNERGY I Being connected to a 
movie that has grossed more than 
$330 million can be a great way to 
launch a new album. 

That’s what Universal South is 
banking on with last week’s release 
of “Songs Inspired by The Passion 
of the Christ.” The album collects 
spiritually themed tracks from art- 
ists as diverse as Ricky Skaggs, Bob 
Dylan and Nick Cave. 

This is the second project released 
in conjunction with Mel Gibson’s 
film about the last 12 hours of 
Christ’s life. 

John Debney’s score, “The 
Passion of the Christ: Original 
Motion Picture Soundtrack,” has 
remained at No. 1 on Billboard’s Top 
Contemporary Christian Albums 
chart since its Feb. 24 release. 

Gibson, who produced the 
“Inspired by” project with docu- 
mentary filmmaker/video director 
Lian Lunson, was heavily involved 
in choosing songs and wrote liner 
notes for the album. 

The project features six new 
recordings and six previously 
recorded tracks. Among the high- 
lights are Leonard Cohen’s “By the 


Rivers Dark,” Holly Williams sing- 
ing her grandfather Hank Williams’s 
“How Can You Refuse Him Now?” 
and Skaggs’s poignant version of 
“Are You Afraid to Die?” with an 
introduction by the Rev. Dr. Billy 
Graham. 

Jessi Colter and her son Shooter 
Jennings wrote “Please Carry Me 
Home” especially for the album. It 
marks the first time the two have 
written and recorded together. “The 
song was one of those songs that was 
a deep spiritual journey for both of 
us,” Jennings says, “and hopefully 
for those who listen to it.” 

The set’s “Inspired by” title is a bit 
of a misnomer, because many of the 
songs have been around for years. 


Lunson said the goal of the album 
was to try to put music to the feelings 
that the movie stirs in viewers. 

“It’s more about the emotions 
that come out of the Rim,” Lunson 
says. “I tried to put together songs 
that somehow reflected some of 
the feelings you felt in the film or 
when you came out of it, and a lot 
of them were feelings you really 
couldn’t describe.” 

Lunson said the album’s orga- 
nizers were looking for music that 
wasn’t overtly religious. “The film 
itself is so strong that I didn’t feel 
— and neither did Mel — that you 
needed to have songs that were giv- 
ing you an overt message.” deborah

Oscar Screener Plea 


L I T I G AT 1 0 N I An Illinois man plead- 
ed guilty Monday to one count of 
copyright infringement for pirat- 
ing Oscar screener copies of about 
200 films including “Kill Bill: 
Vol. 1” and “Seabiscuit.” 

Russell W. Sprague, 51, entered 
his plea in federal court. He faces up 
to three years in prison and is sched- 
uled to be sentenced July 28. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Chris 


Johnson said he will ask to post- 
pone the sentencing hearing, say- 
ing he needs more time to calculate 
how much money movie studios may 
lose from Sprague’s copying. 

Sprague’s arrest marked the 
first for pirating of special video- 
tapes and DVDs that are supplied 
in advance to Academy Awards 
voters, federal agents said. Many 
of the screener copies are of films

that are in movie theaters or are 
still unreleased. 

The investigation began when 
Hollywood studios traced pirated 
versions of the movies to Carmine 
Caridi, a 70 -year-old actor. 

Caridi, who had been an acad- 
emy member, admitted in an 
affidavit that he sent Sprague, of 
Homewood, 111., copies of several 
movies. He has not been charged. 

Sprague admitted in his plea 
agreement he was also sent mov- 
ies by actor Nicky Blair, who died 
in 1998. (AP)
